This 
was decided on at this time to 
asyist members in financing 
harvest operations. A final 
payment is expected to be ntnde 
in the tall, The total amount 
paid by the Pool to Alberta 
members, basis No, 1 Nortbern 
in- store at Vancouver, is 1.40 
per bushel. 


Government Crop Report 


Alberta crops are passing 
through the critical stage at 
the present time. The period 
has been reached wheu fairly 
definite conclusions may be ar- 
cived at respecting harvest 
prospects with regard to a con- 
siderable portion of tbe wheat 
crop, but the sitnation at pre- 
sent is that the continuance of 
hort, dry weather, or the comiug 
ot beneficial rains may effect 
u change of several bushels in 
the ultimate average yield. Iv 
view of this, the department 
feels it premature to make any 
estimate of yields at present. 

Generally speaking, with tbe 
exception of one or two well 
defined areas of more or less 
limited extent, the wheat crop 
situation may be said to be sat- 
istactory. Given fairly favor- 
able conditions_up to harvest 
the province will reap « 8 »me- 
what larger crop than last year. 
The areas of very poor crop are 
less extensive than last year, 
and the situation throughout is 
better. 

There has been, however, a 
considerable period of — great 
heat, and it is idle to argue 
that this bas not bad its deter. 
iorating effect, Inu many dis- 
tricts this condition has heen 
velieved by rains varying in 
degree, but in the districts 
where the crop was light, it hus 
bad the effect of destroying the 
prospect for any very large 
yields.

The storm iv which the Ben- 
ner barn was destroyed, evi- 
dently did much bail damage 
further uorth, The Budget, 
Loverna, says, “Early on Thure- 
day evening, the Loverna dis- 
trict was with the 
heaviest rain it has had since 
May 30.

Experiments Between Pilots In Ger- 
many Proves Successful 

Passengers on the huge air liners 
of the German Air Service, which on 
some planes furnishes movies and 
phonograph music for the diversion of 
air travellers, will soon be able to pick 
up a wireless telephone receiver and, 
despite the roar of three 120-horse- 
power motors, talk with any telephone 
subscriber in any large city of Ger- 
many. 

Wireless telephone experiments be- 
tween pilots on two of the night air 
routes and landing fields have proved 
successful. The pilot circling over 
Stockholm in a thunderstorm. talked 
with Templehofer Field in Berlin for 
five minutes.

Explosion In New Jersey 


Dover, N.J.—Disaster 
over a wide area of New Jersey's 
countryside where hayoc had been 
wrought by the explosion. of the Lake 
Denmark naval munition dump. 

Out of the mass of rumor and con- 
jecture surrounding the disaster, these 
facts came: 

Dead—Nine, three identified. 

Missing—Twenty-five. | 

Injured—Several hundred. 

Damage—$93,000,000. 

The naval depot was completely 
destroyed and the adjoining army 
ammunition dump at Picatinny dam- 
aged to the extent of $5,000,000. Dam- 
age to civilian property could not be 
estimated, but it was thought prob- 
able that it would amount to $1,000,000. 

Doors and windows were blown in, 
plaster shaken down, roofs smashed 
and brickwork cracked in hundreds 
of homes in the villages near the ar- 
senal. The mining village of Mount 
Hope was reported wiped out. 

Hope is held out, however, that the 
missing may have reached safety. 
When lightning struck the depth bomb 
magazine Jate yesterday and the initial 
explosion followed, men rushed for 
their lives in all directions. Some 
hid in shell holes, some swam across 
Lake Denmark and made their way to 
the army depot. 

Soldiers, marines and _ civilians, 
scorched, lacerated and bruised, suc- 
ceeded in reaching safety a mile or 
more from the plateau where roar 
followed roar and enormous projec- | 
tiles heaved themselves skyward to 
travel on their errands of destruction 
over wide paths. 

The tremendous explosions of last 
night destroyed more than 180 build- 
ings in the arsenal. Sixteen escaped 
disaster, but at any time a shell may 
light on one of them and cause several 
thousand tons of powder, shells ana

| Spraying Potatoes For Late Blight 


Losses May Be Entirely Eliminated by 
Thorough Spraying 

Late blight, a disease of potato 
foliage, 1s most destructive, and in 
some years causes great joss. This 
loss can be greatly reduced, if not en- 
tirely ellminated, by careful and thor- 
ough spraying with Bordeaux mixture, 
made up of 4 pounds of copper sul- 
phate (bluestone), 4 pounds quicklime 
and 40 gallons of water. Spraying 
should begin about the middle of July, 
using about 60 gallons per acre, the 
amount being increased as the plants 
grow larger. As many as five or six 
sprayings necessary and the later 
ones should be applied with the utmost 
care, If potato beetles are prevalent 
one and a half pounds of arsenate of 
lime should be added to each 40 gal- 
lons of solution as an insecticide. 
Spray before rather than after rain. 

In making the solution for spraying 
it is more convenjent to use stock so- 
lutions and dilute them as required. 
The following instructions for prepar- 
ing stock solutions are given by J. B. 
MacCurry, plant pathologist of the de- 
partment of agriculture at Ottawa. 
The bluestone stock solution is prepar- 
ed by dissolving 40 pounds of copper 
sulphate in a barrel containing 40 gal- 
lons of water. For the Hme stock | 
}solution 40 pounds of fresh quicklime | 


|are slaked in a barrel by gradually | 
j}addifg water, while thoroughly mix- 
ing, until the barrel contains 40 gal- 
jlons.

Miss MacPhail 
Commends Egg Grading 


The Guarantee of Quality Raises the 
; Standard 

Miss Agnes MacPhail, member of 
parliament for Southeast Grey, put in 
a good word for egg grading during a 
discussion of the subject in the House 
of Commons. The discussion arose 
from an offered amendment to the 
egg grading regulations calculated to 
relieve egg producers of the necessity 
of having their eggs graded when 
offered for sale On a public market. 
Miss MacPhail™had from experience 
learned of the advantages of market- 
ing eggs through a co-operative sys- 
tem. The effect of grading, she 
claimed, 1s, in the first place, to raise 
the standard. The consumer, she 
pointed out, is guaranteed that if he 
buys under the act, he will get just the 
quality he wants. Anyone who goes 
into a store and purchases “extras” or 
“pullet extras” will know exactly what 
he is getting. The standard has been 
raised, and on account of the guaran- 
tee of quality the consumption of eggs 
is increased. The eggs produced on 
Miss MacPhail’s farm had, since egg 
grading came in, been shipped our 
through a co-operative pool. The 
eggs are taken from the nest twice a 
day and the nests are kept perfectly 
clean. ‘Eggs- having the slightest 
visible crack or other defect are not 
shipped, In fact only such eggs are 


ishipped as are strictly fresh and will 


be likely to grade either “extras” or 
“pullet extras.” Those who pool 
eggs in Ontario, Miss MacPhail clalm- 
ed, are increasing in number all the 
time and are very much in favor of 
the grading principle.

The Care Of Growing Pullets 


Development of Pullets For 
Winter Egg Production 

Good parent stock, good shady 
balanced ratlon and 
comfortable housing are essential for 
the development of pullets for early 
winter egg production. Without a 
free range they will not be properly 
matured before woather conditions 
make it necessary to put them into 
winter quarters. Dry, well-drained 
land with plenty of shade and growing 
green feed are essential. 

From the age of two months a dry 
mash, consisting of equal parts, by 
weight, of cornmeal, bran, shorts, 
ground oats, and beef scrap should be 
kept before the pullets constantly in 
self-feeding hoppers. In addition a 
semi-wet mash consisting largely of 
| chopped green feed such as mangel 
tops, alfalfa, clover, cabbage leaves, 
corn or sunflower tops, etc., should be 
given twice a day. It is also neces- 
sary to keep before the pullets con- 
stantly a hopper of good mixed grain 
and a supply of milk. Clean, fresh 
water should be before the birds at all 
times and oyster shells and grit should 
|be always available. 

The pullets should not be kept in 
the same quarters as hens. A port- 
able colony house on skids can be 
made inexpensively. It should be dry 
jand well ventilated with plenty of 
space, as on no account should there 
be overcrow ding.

Agricultural colleges, demonstrating 
and experimental farms have meant 
enormously increased _ production in 
Canada and have very considerably 
more than paid for their upkeep in that 
and other respects, maintained Prin- 
cipal J. B. Reynolds, of Guelph Agrt- 
cultural College, in the course of an 
address‘at a luncheon, under the aus- 
pices of the Kiwanis Club of Ottawa, 
and members of the Canadian Society 
of Technical Agriculttrists. Prinel- 
pal Reynolds urged there might» well 
be a science of agricultural apolo- 
getics, as there was of , theological 
apologetics, the iHea being to. bring 
home to the people at large the enor- 
mously beneficial results of technical 
training and of scientific agriculture. 

Principal Reynolds maintained that. 
the choice may lie as between fewer 
men farming on _ scientific lines and 
with a higher standard of living, and 
many farming, but with a low standard 
of living. According to some agricul- 
turists it was not difficult to,account 
for a certain amount of exodus from 
the farm as the need for so many men 
working is reduced by _ seientific 
methods. 

The ‘principal was not enamored of 
so-called synthetic. farming. . He told 
of a friend who merged six one hun- 
dred-acre farms into one six hundred- 
acre farm, and when he saw him re- 
cently he had had to send several 
thousand dollars from his city bust- 
ness to make up a deficit on the oper- 
ation of the big farm. 


Free Homesteads Taken 


A Great Deal of Free Land 
Available in the West 

In the month of May this year 545 
homesteads were taken up in West- 
ern Canada, an increase of 231 over 
the number of entries in May, 1925 
Of the total of 545, seventy-two en- 
tries were made by Americans. In 
Saskatchewan there were 242 entries 
of which 133 were in the Prince Al- 
bert district and 109 in the Moose Jaw 
area. In Alberta the entriés totalled 
230, of which 149 were in the Edmon- 
ton district, 44 in Peace River and 
Grand Prairie, and the remaining 1% tn 
the Calgary and Lethbridge districts. 
The entries in Manitoba totalled 70, 
of which 64 were in the vicinity of 
Dauphin and 16 in the Winnipeg dis- 
trict. 

The Canadian Government still has 
fairly large areas of land for home- 
stead entry in Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta, and in the Railway 
Belt and Peace River Block in British 
Columbia. Free grants of 160 acres 
are made to British subjects or those 
who declare their intention of becom- 
jing British subjects. 
$10 fs charged by the Canadian Gov- 
ernment and certain conditions of res!- 
dence and cultivation are required to 
{be fulfilled within three years, 

The homestead lands are now @ con- 
siderable distance from railways 
—40 to 60 miles—and 
settlers with some capital may regard 
the purchase of good farm lands close 
to railways and markets at $15 to $20 
an acre on long terms of payment as 
a better economic proposition.

Scientists Are Working On 
Method of Bearing News” 
The mystery of 
ajnong bees has been for years a sub- 
ject of careful inquiry, with the fol 
lowing information as a result, Bees 
have a system of rhythmic dancing 
during which they form chains and 
knots. The news-bearing bee indi 
cates by the action of the dance 
whether the new find is honey, flowers, 
pollen or other food. Even ‘the des- 
eription of the find is communicated, 
this by means of a scent organ or 
gland which has hitherto escaped tho 
attentlon of microscopists. ScTentists 
have made an Intriguing series of 
check experiments designed to deter- 
mine whether the color of flowers In 
any way helps bees to locate food sup- 
plies. It does not. Flowers have 
been faked by placing the insides of 
one flower in the petals of another 
type. In no case has it been possible 
ito deceive the bees. A thorough un 
derstanding of how bees’ transmit 
qideas may provide a clue to other 
mysteries of insect communities and 
further be of practical value to bee 
keepers,

Sailors Gain Information From Buoys 
Which Mark Certain Places 

As the traveller by land looks to the 
fingerposts at cross roads and else- 
where for guidance on his journey, so 
does the sailor gain information from 
the buoys or signposts of the sea 
which mark the water at certain spots. 

But, unlike the ordinary~fingerpost, 
these sea buoys would convey little or 
nothing to the landsman at first sight, 
because the meaning of buoys is a 
subject that must be studied before It 
can be understood. 

For instance, certain buoys of a re- 
cognized shape may always be looked 
for in certain positions when you are 
making for a harbor or river from sea-
